Army does not depend in 
on the strength of foreign 
armies. It makes no difference to the 
size of the British Army (and it never has 
made any difference for many years past) 
whether its neighbors maintain large or 
small armies. Its size depends on the ne- 
cessity for discharging our overseas com- 
mitments. We have possessions in vari- 
ous parts of the globe, of which the great 
Dominion of India is the chief, though 
there are many others. For those we 
have to maintain certain forces. We have 
to do the same in respect of certain com- 
in countries which do not in 
belong to the British Empire, 
Egypt, Mesopotamia and Pales- 
tines, where we have certain definite en- 
gagements. The British Army really ex- 
ists in order to supply the needs of those 
Overseas commitments, and its size is 
really determined entirely by those com- 
mitments.

Broad Powers for New 
Ass’t See’y of War

Besides promoting military aeronautics, 
the new additional Assistant Secretary of 
War, F. Trubee Davison, of New York, 
will be charged with the administration of 
Militia Affairs and the affairs of Reserve 
Officers. 

Mr. Davison is the son of the late Henry 
P. Davison, a New York banker and Presi- 
dent of the American Red Cross during 
the war. The younger Davison has been 
interested for years in aeronautics and in 
matters of concern to the components of 
the Army. He was a Navy flier during 
the World War, and since has followed 
aviation closely. 

The act authorizing an additional As- 
sistant Secretary of War states explicitly 
that he is “to aid the Secretary of War 
in fostering military aeronautics, and to 
perform such functions as the Secretary 
of War may direct.’” While the Air Corps 
bill was pending in the two Houses, Sec- 
retary Davis made no secret of his pur- 
pose to put the Miltia Bureau and all mat- 
ters relating to the Reserves under the 
new official. It was this attitude on the 
part of the Secretary that caused mem- 
bers of the two Houses to refrain from 
pressing the proposal to make the Militia 
Bureau independent of the General Staff. 

It is believed that through the new offi- 
cial who directly will represent the Secre- 
tary of War, the National Guard-and the 
Reserve Officers will feel that they will 
have direct access to the civilian head of 
the military establishment, and much of 
their dissatisfaction arising out of exist- 
ing conditions will disappear. Major Gen- 
eral George C. Rickards, in his annual re- 
port for last year, directly charged that 
“the tendency in the War Department 
General Staff to take over certain of the 
administrative functions of the Chief, Mil- 
itia Bureau, has worked to the disadvan- 
tage of that Bureau and hindered the 
proper progress of the National Guard as 
a whole.” 

The new law does not go as far as Gen- 
eral Rickards recommended, for he urged 
that the title of the Chief, Militia Bureau, 
be abolished, and that this officer be made 
an Assistant Secretary of War. 
accordance with General 
Rickard’s view that the National Guard 
should have a _ separate appropriation 
which should be handled independently of 
the Secretary of War and the General 
Staff. However, Congress has not modi- 
fied the present law relating to the Na- 
tional Guard system, but has given an ad- 
ditional assistant to the Secretary whose 
duty will be to supervise directly the af- 
fairs of the Militia Bureau. To what ex- 
tent the General Staff will function under 
the new scheme has not yet been revealed, 
but it is expected that its advice will be 
asked for and considered by the new of- 
ficial. In this connection, it is understood 
that Colonel MacNider, the present Assist- 
ant Secretary, has been handling militia 
matters for some little time, and his 
friendly attitude and cooperation are rec- 
ognized to be exceedingly helpful in iron- 
ing out an unhappy situation. 

The number of Reserve Officers has in- 
creased enormously and their administra- 
tion justifies, it is declared, interest and 
activity to a greater extent than it has 
been possible hitherto fur the Secretary's 
office to accord. Moreover, it is antici- 
pated that as will be the case with Na- 
tional Guard, the Reserve Officers will be 
more satisfied under the new administra- 
tive arrangement than heretofore. So far 
as the General Staff is concerned, it is 
stated by those who know that its mem- 
bers are particularly anxious to promote 
harmonious relations with the National 
Guard, since only through such relations 
can the best interests of national defense 
be subserved.

New Navy Air Assistant 
Equipped for High Post 


The Senate has confirmed the nomina- 
tion of Edward P. Warner to be Assistant 
retary of the Navy in charge of avia- 
tion. Mr. Warner will come to Washing- 
ton next week and be formally inducted 
into the office he will administer. 

With the nomination of Mr. Warner, 
the fact was revealed that he was con- 
sulted in’ executive session by the Presi- 
dent’s Aircraft Board when it had con- 
cluded its examination of witnesses last 
fall and was preparing its report. He is 
thus in full sympathy with the recom- 
mendations jt made and the laws based 


thereon. The impression made by him on 
the board was so strong, the knowledge 


ef aeronautics and aero-dynamics displayed 
by him so thorough, that he enlisted the 
earnest support of Senator Bingham, him- 
self an aviation expert with war service. 
Senator Wadsworth, Chairman of the Mil- 
itary Committee, and Senator Hale, Chair- 
likewise

were impressed by Mr. Warner's ability.

High Praise For New Official. 

Senator Bingham and Senator Hale 
have no doubt that the new Assistant Sec- 
retary will make good in the difficult posi- 
tion which he will assume. Mr. Bingham 
declares he will make the American Navy 
first in aviation in the world. Mr. Hale 
is satisfied from the experience Mr. Wuar- 
ner has had with Naval officers, that there 
will develop the closest and most iiarmoni 
ous cooperation between him and the en- 
tire service. Secretary Wilbur is gratified 
by his appointment. In short, Mr. War- 
ner comes to his office with the confidence 
of those who know him that he will be 
of great value in developing avia- 
tion. It is of prime importance that the 
official holding an administrative place 
shall have the support of Congress and his 
chief, and that admittedly the new As- 
sistant Secretary will enjoy. 

Has Notable Career. 

While Mr. Warner is a young man, he 
has devoted his entire attention § since 
graduation from Harvard and the Massa- 
chusetts Institute Technology to aeronau- 
tics and aerodynamics. During the World 
War, he was employed as instructor in 
aeronautical engineering by the Army Air 
Service, and ehgaged in aerodynamic re- 
search for the Army at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. In connection 
with various problems, he made trips to 
McCook Field. During the World War, 
the Massachusetts Institute of Techonol- 
ogy created courses in aeronautics, lasting 
15 weeks each, and Professor Warner, in 
charge, instructed a total of 90 Army and 
Navy officers in this science. He was 
Chief Physicist for the National Advisory 
Committee for Aeronautics, 1919-1920, and 
was also in:charge of research on aero- 
dynamics and airplanes chosen for the 
N. A. C. A. He started the work in the 
Langley Field Laboratory and was in 
charge of the official design and construc- 
tion and early operation of the first N. A. 
Cc. A. wind tunnel and its equipment. In 
1920, he traveled in Europe studying aero- 
nautical developments. He has since been 
assistant professor of Aeronautical En- 
gineering at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Techonology. 

World View of Aeronautics. 

Professor Warner is the author of 
numerous articles relating to aeronautics, 
one of the most interesting of which was 
that published in the May, 1925, number 
of the United States Nayal Institute Pro- 
ceedings. That article discloses Professor 
Warner's realization of the fact that the 
United States has never had and re-

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Many Important Bills 
Enacted This Session 


The session of Congress which closes 
July 3 will go down in history as remark- 
able for the careful atteition it has given 
to National Defense. With the full 
proval of and usually at the instigation of 
President Coolidge, it has passed measures 
designed to maintain the Army, the Navy 
and the Marine Corps and their components 
and the Coast Guard upon a high plane of 
efficiency. It has made appropriations re- 
garded as generous by the heads of the 
various Services; it has established a policy 
of military, naval and commercial aviation 
designed to foster and develop this impor- 
tant arm and industry, and to eliminate 
the friction which aroused the keen con- 
cern of the country; it has taken steps to 
provide decent quarters for the officers 
and men who devote their lives io the 
country’s protection; it has corrected gross 
injustices in the pay of retired Army of- 
ficers; it has further widened the door of 
opportunity to enlisted men; and it has 
through the passage of the Navy Staff 
equalization bill gone-far to better condi- 
tions in the Sea Service. 
More Legislation Next Session. 

Some things it has not done, largely be- 
cause it was not clear to it that action was 
advisable. But arrangements have been 
made which are expected to enable con- 
sideration of such matters at the next ses- 
sion. For instance, the Army Air Bill 
contains a provision directing the Secre- 
tary of War to make an investigation and 
report upon the injustices existing in the 
promotion list of the Army. The House 
Naval Committee has requestei the Naval 
authorities to investigate the advisability 
of recommending a single list for the Navy, 
and in the meantime the Britten bill re- 
mains on the Calendar of the House. The 
House passed the bill to correct the pay 
status of warrant officers of the Navy, 
but that measure was not reported out of 
the Naval Committee. It is possible that 
action upon it will be taken early in the 
next session. 

The following are the important projects 
which have become law as a result of 
favorable action by Congress and the ap- 
proval of the President:

General appropriations increased by $10,- 
536,862. 

Creation of Air Corps, including an addi- 
tional Assistant Secretary of War and 
authorizing a five-year program for both 
personnel and material. 

Creation of Nurse Corps retirement list. 

Housing construction, with appropria- 
tion to begin work.

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BREVET RANK FOR REGULARS. 

Under the Tyson bill which passed the 
Senate at the night session of July 1, 
the President is authorized to appoint any 
commissioned officer of the regular army 
not above the grade of Brigadier General 
who served creditably during the World 
War to an advanced grade on the retired 
list at the highest grade held by him 
during that war. There is a_ provision, 
however, that any officer so advanced “‘on 
the retired list’’ shall continue to receive 
the pay and allowances of his grade at 
date of such development, “and that no 
increase of pay and allowances shall re- 
sult from the provisions of this act.’ Sen- 
ator Reed explained that the biil simply 
gives brevet titles to those officers of the 
regular establishment who earned them 
during the war. A similar bill was re- 
ported favorably by the House Military 
Committee, so that there is promise of its 
enactment during this Congress now thag 
the Senate has acted favorably.

Would Welcome Air Agreement. 

Air armaments are, perhaps, in_a differ-

American Attitude Exposed. 

Mr. Gibson (United States). Quoting the 
Presdent’'s message of January 4, Mr. 
Gibson emphasized that the general policy 
of his Government favored disarmament 
and limitation of armament. 

The conditions prevailing 
regions of the world are so 
many divergent factors are involved that 
constructive achievement in the matter of 
the limitation of land armaments appears 
to lie in the conclusion of regional agree- 
rather than in an effort to work 
general plan for limitation applica- 
ble the whole world. As regards land 
armament, the United States occupies a 
fortunate situation. We have since 1918 
able reduce our land forces from 
more than four million men under arms 
at the end of the World War to a present 
vetual strength of 118,000—or one soldier 
per 1,000 -inhabitants. It will thus be 
seen that so far as land armaments is con- 
cerned, we have voluntarily reduced to a_ 
minimum. It is fertunate that our situa- 
thon has permitted this reduction, but we 
are not disposed to overlook the fact that 
other countries are differently placed and 
that their problems are not susceptible of 
such simple solution. 

Limit Competitive Construction. 

With respect to naval armament, it may

No- 
body could conceive of trying to limit the 
mines and the various natural resources, 
mineral and agricultural, which are the 
heritage of any country: but when you 
are asking any individual country what is 
the country it is bringing to the general 
work of reduction of armaments, you 
must take into account all the forces not 
only that country possesses but which are 
possessed _by the countries which, in the 
view of the State you are considering, 
might be arrayed against it in time of war.

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| How Congress Aided hie Progress

In the past seven years some 24 boards, 

committees and commissions have given 
considerable time and study to the prob 
lems of the development of aviation, with 
respect to its possibilities, not only in the 
defense of the nation in time of need, but 
in the upbuilding of the civil industry as 
well. Among the recommendations fresh 
in the minds of the public are those of the 
so-ealled “Lampert Committee’ and the 
“Morrow Board”. The first seven recom- 
mendations of the Lampert committee hud 
to do with the problem of procurement. 
The Morrow Board also made seven rec 
ommendations, devoting a complete sec- 


tion of its report to*the problems of the 
industry. 

As one member of Congress I felt it 
would be very unwise to follow the rece- 


ommendations of ‘the President's Aircraft 
Board (Morrow Board) by simply repealing 
the present law requiring advertisement 
for bids and acceptance ef the lowest cash 
bid. The effect would be to allow a rep- 
resentative of the War Department, for 
instance, to enter into a contract to buy 
aircraft involving many millions of dol- 
lars, without check, restraint, limita- 
tion, just as a private citizen buys from 
another private citizen an automobile, or 
# steamboat, or a locomotive, or the serv- 
ices of a lawyer, surgeon, artist, or w riter. 
Many able and patriotic’ persons were in- 
duced to approve this suggestion. But it 
could not meet the approval of Congress,

ciple, surrounded. with many safeguards 
to insure a continuation of competition, to 
provide more and yet more of publicity, 
and to bring protection to inventors and 
manufacturers alike, was embodied in two 
bills, one introduced in the House by Mr. 
Vinsen, of Georgia (H. R. 12472), and the

It was not long, during the exhaustive 
study and consideration given the matter 
of improvement of aviation in the United 
States from the standpoint of national de- 
fense, before both the Military Affairs Com- 
mittee and the Naval Committee of the 
House of Representatives determined that 
the subject of the method of procurement 
of aireraft, aircraft parts and aerenauti- 
eal accessories was so important that espe- 
cial attention should be given it.

The next great object and fundamental 
principle of the legislation is to insure 
safe and efficient aircraft for the use of 
the Government in peace and war How 
is this object accomplished?

I believe that the operation of the. pro- 
visions of the new law relating to the 
procurement phases of and 
aviation development will build up an ade- 
quate aircraft industry, insure genuine 
and substantial competition, and thus 
sure not only reasonable prices but insure 
proper workmanship and reasonable prog- 
ress in the art. 

Thus it is hoped that the long desired 
improvement in the method of procuring 
aircraft and the components thereof may 
be worked out, and that the lack of prog- 
ress due to inadequate, confused and un- 
necessarily restrictive laws has been form 
ever put aside.

If I find myself confronted by 
a nation which, by virtue of its railway 
system and by virtue of its economic sys- 
tem, is in a position to transform its peace 
industries into war industries, I would in 
every way limit the power of that State 
to effect that transformation—that I am 
entitled to say to the organization which 
is asking me to effect a limitation of arm- 
aments, “What are you golng to do to 
assist me in case I am attacked, in case 
all those existing and potential resources 
are arrayed against me?” 

“That us ™ the conclusion that 
the limitation of armaments cannot be 
considered apart from the organization of 
economic and military assistance in time 
of war to the State which is the victim of 
the attack.” 

Italy Supports French View. 

General de Marinis (Italy): “The mili- 
tary preparation of any country depends 
in the first instance on its ability to pro- 
duce the implements which are used for 
war, that is to say on its possessing the 
raw materials of which those implements 
are made, the manufactories necessary to 
construct them, and the laboratories which 
are able to produce them and to test and 
improve them. It is not only guns and 
rifles which are the necessary implements 
but there are also a vast number 
implements which maintain 
the power of arms and increase their 
strength. An army which only possessed 
weapons would be condemned to impotence 
if it did not possess sufficiently numerous 
means of transport and other forms of 
protection: that is to say, if it did not 
possess a great store of that mechanism 
is used up in war and which has 
replaced. But if, to take 
an impossible case, you desire to disregard 
all the implements which are necessary 
for war and simply to consider arms by 
themselves, the would | neverthe- 
less remain the same. 

Food Must Be Considered. 

“The position of two countries which pos- 
sessed the same number of guns, rifles 
and howitzers at the moment when war 
was declared would rapidly be changed in 
proportion as one of those countries which 
possessed great manufacturing resources 
and great wealth in raw materials would 
be able to increased its armed strength, 
whereas the other country would not be 
able to replace those weapons destroyed 
during the first days of war. The question 
of potential war strength must not be 
limited to the implements which are neces- 
sary for war. It affects the whole eco- 
nomic life of the country. You must in- 
clude the whole agricultural wealth and 
its geographical situation in relation to the 
great roots of food supply on which the 
country will be able to depend during the 
war. I think that this natural economic 
situation in its widest possible significa- 
tion should be the basis of an estimate of 
the strength of peace time armaments. It 
been observed that if you state the 
problem in these terms, it is tantamount 
to declaring it insoluble: but I would reply 
that it will be the task of the military and 
economic experts to study this question 
and enlighten us.”" ~ 

Mobilization Concerns Belgium. 

M. de Brouckere (Belgium): “I agree with 
the definition which Viscount Cecil has 
given, i. e., that we should confine our at- 
tention to the effort which a country might

Gen. Ely, U.S. A., Lauds

Emergency Officers’ 
Retirement Blocked 


Vote by the Senate on the bill (S. 3027) 
making eligible for retirement officers and 
former officers of the Army of the United 
States, other than officers of the Regular 
Army, who incurred physical disability in 
line of duty while in the service of the 
United States during the World War, was 
blocked on June 25 by Senator Wadsworth, 


of New York, chairman of the Senate 
Military Committee, after a lengthy de- 
bate. 


Mr. Wadsworth stated his objections in 
part as follows: 

“The provision of the bill, however, 
which has aroused discussion and to which 
I object is the one under which any emer- 
gency Army officer of the recent war who 
has been injured to the extent of 30 per 
cent disability, instead of drawing com- 
pensation under the World War veterans’ 
act, in accordance with the severity of his 
injury, shall be placed in a position to 
draw an amount of money from the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau, to be sure, equal to 75 per 
cent of the pay of the grade which he occu- 
pied in the Army at the time he incurred 
the disability. It will be seen, therefore, 
that this proposal will place the injured 
officers in a separate class from the in- 
jured enlisted men, and treat them upon 
an entirely different basis. Instead of be- 
ing compensated in accordance with the 
severity of their injuries they are to be 
compensated in accordance with the rank 
held by them.”

Pacifists Were Ignored. 

What Congress granted is the more in- 
teresting in view of the pacifist agitation 
which has been in progress since the war. 
The members of the two Houses became 
familiar with the sinister character of the 
forces behind this movement and therefore 
gave it no attention. Indeed, the House 
Military Committee, after publicly expos- 
ing the facts, refused to report favorably 
the Welsh bill forbidding military train- 
ing in schools and colleges receiving sub- 
sidies from the Government. Nor must 
it be forgotten that there was violent agi- 
tation last fall for the separation of the 
Air Service from the Army and the Navy. 
No such action resulted, but instead a 
definite policy for the development of avia- 
tion within the Services was established. 
Apprehension existed that there would be 
sharp cuts in the enlisted personnel of, the 
three major establishments, but the action 
taken was not such as to affect the situa- 
tion seriously. 

The Coast Guard, likewise, received gen- 
erous treatment, a law being enacted to 
provide it with additional vessels. The bill 
to regulate the commissioned personnel of 
the Coast Guard was considered at the 
night session of the Senate, July 1, but 
due to the objections of Senator Edwards, 
New Jersey, leader of the anti-prohibition 
forces in the Senate, was passed over. It 
will, therefore, have to

Navy Promotion Delay 
Ended by Congress d 





In the closing hous of the session, Com 
gress passed the bill to prevent delay in 
the promotion of officers of the Navy and 
Marine Corps. The object of the measure 
is to authorize the promotion of an officer 
elgible at the time the vacancy occurs, 
notwithstanding the temporary increase 
in the higher grade which will continué 
until the senior officer receives his promo- 
tion. Heretofore an officer whose promo- 
tion was delayed eventually received the 
pay of the higher grade from the date of 
the vacancy, and the only effect of the 
legislation will be to enable him to assume 
the rank and authority of the grade te 
which promoted from the date of the 
vacancy rather than from a later date, 
The Senate and House Naval Committees 
were especially struck, in connection with 
the situation described, by reference to the 
injustice done to officers of the Marine 
Corps. Particular mention was made of 
the cases of the following officers:

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CADETS KEPT BUSY.

THE COMPTROLLER GENERAL GETS SLAPPED. 

Wherever he can find a reed to support his authority, there the Comptroller Gen- 
eral grabs it. A case in point is the way in which the adoption of the conference 
report on the Army Aircraft Act was held up in the House of Representatives last 
week. Finding that he could have no control over expenditures for aircraft procure- 
ment under the provisions of the act as favored by the conferees, Mr. McCarl wrote 
a letter of protest to the chairmen of the Senate and House Military Affairs Committees. 
This letter produced -no results. As a matter of fact, the conferees had carefully. con- 
sidered all the aspects of thé contract situation. They had discussed the advisability 
of making contracts subject to review by the Attorney General, but discarded this as 
inadvisable, since the President could make such reference if he deemed it necessary. 
Further, to protect the interest of the Government as well as the designer, the con- 
ferees approved the section permitting the latter to appeal to the Court of Claims, in 
case he considered that the compensation accorded him were not just. Thus, the 
Comptroller General's office was specifically excluded from exercising the authority 
which it desires. It is-also known the conferees consulted Congressman Madden, chair- 
man of the House Appropriations Committee, who has been a consistent supporter of 
the Comptroller General. Mr. Madden sustained the Conference Committee. 

The Comptroller General's office scurried here and there trying to find a Republican 
who would raise a point of order against the conference report. It made no difference 
to that office how the point should be raised or against what section; it expected, once 
the report was back in the hands of the conferees, un amendment could be inserted 
which would enable the Comptroller General to have the control which he deems essen- 
tial. . Unable to get a Republican, the Comptroller General, who was appointed from 
the ranks of the G. O. P., was forced to seek a Democrat. This time he was success- 
ful, and three Democrats promptly responded to his call, among them that ardent 
champion of national defense, Black of Texas. With a chance to throw a monkey- 
wrench in the machinery, Black responded, and the Speaker sustained his point of order 
that the conferees had no right to include the Navy within the provisions of the Army 
Aircraft Bill. 

Now the interesting thing about the matter is this. Black, who claims he was 
really for the measure, is helping the Comptroller General to prevent the adoption of 
a proposal the author of which is a Democrat—McSwain, of Tennessee. .It is unusual 
for u majority party to back a bill introduced by a member of the minority. Yet that 
is what occurred in the case of the procurement section of the Army Aircraft Act. Mr. 
McSwain had made a deep study of aircraft procurement. As a result, he introduced 
a bill. That bill was somewhat modified, but was approved substantially in the form 
presented by a joint subcommittee of the House Military and Naval Committees. The 
perfected measure was then endorsed unanimously by the full committees. If there 
had been time before adjournment it would have passed the House and Senate. But 
because of the prospect ‘of the session's close, it was determined by the leaders of both 


houses to insert it as applying both to the Army and the Navy in the conference report- 


on the Army Air bill. An anomalous situation would have been created had the Army 
been provided with a legal method of getting aircraft and the Navy been forced to go 
along the competitive lines laid down in an official order issued by Secretary Wilbur. 
Such a condition could not prevail, and that, in addition to other reasons, was responsi- 
ble for the decision of the conferees to get a rule which would force consideration of 
the report by the House. 

But, politically, things are all wrong. For a Democrat is in the position of helping 
a Republican officeholder to beat a proposal fathered and supported by a Democrat and 
from which the Democratic party expected to get capital with the voters. 





LT. COL. MORENO RETIRES. 

Lieut. Col. Aristides Moreno, Inf., U. S. A., has been placed on the retired list for 
disability incident to service. His separation from active service, which he loved, will 
be regretted not only by those with whom he was for so many years associated, but 
by his superiors who are aware of the devoted character of the work which he has 
dene throughout his military life. Prior to the World War, Lieut. Col. Moreno so con- 
ducted his training and education as to be specially fitted for the work he was called 
upon to perform in France. He was born in New York City on May 6, 1878, graduated 
from the Virginia Military Institute in 1899, and was appointed a Second Lieutenant 
from Alabama in 1901. He served with the 28th Infantry in Porto Rico until 1904 and 
in Cuba until 1906, and while in the latter island was attached also to the provisional 
administration of Governor Magoon. His work in these islands was noteworthy for 
its intelligenee and thoroughness. He was with the Expeditionary Force to Vera Cruz 
in 1914, and in 1916, during the mobilization of the National Guard he was on duty at 
He went with his old regiment, the 28th, to France-in June, 1917, but 

for intelligence work caused General Dennis E. Nolan, Chief of 
Staff, G 2, to ask for his assignment. Colonel Moreno remained throughout the war 
with General Nolan as one of the latter’s most trusted aids. Colonel Moreno returned 
to the United States with General Pershing in September, 1919, remained on duty with 
headquarters A. E. F. at Washington until 1920, and served on the General Staff from 
July, 1924, to March, 1926. He held the rank of Colonel in the National Army. He is 
a graduate of the School of the Line, General Staff School and Army War College. He 
was awarded the D. S. M.: British D. S. O.; Legion d’Honneur, France; Order of the 
Crown? Belgium; Order of the Crown, Italy; Order of the White Eagle, Serbia; and Soli- 
daridad, Panama. 

General Pershing and General Nolan both regarded Lieut. Col. Moreno as one of 
officers of the Army, and his retirement is a matter of keen regret

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FAILURE OF ARMY PLANES TO FLY AT 27TH DIVISION MEET. 

Considerable disappointment and surprise has been expressed in the Air Service of 
the 27th Division of New York National Guard and also elsewhere that in the Annual 
Meet of the Division Air Service at Miller Field, Staten Island, on June 26, none of 
the Army Air Service took part. Their participation in the elaborate Meet had been 
expected up te the last moment. In previous years the Army has been represented by 
some 50 to 80 planes. - 

The Navy and Marine Corps responded splendidly to the invitation to take part, 
and more than 70 planes were sent by these representatives to Miller Field, the Navy 
planes coming mostly from Anacostia, D. C., and the Marine Corps planes from 
Quantico, Va. 

It is understood on good authority that Maj. George B. Vaughn, Jr., Commander 
of the 27th Division, Air Service, made a personal request to 2nd Corps Area Head- 
quarters that the pilots at Mitchell Field be permitted to fly at the Meet, and letters, 
it is also said, were sent to Maj. Gen. Patrick, Chief of the Army Air Service, and to 
the Secretary of War requesting authorization for Army airmen to take part. 

Col. B. D. Foulois, U. Sv A., commanding at Mitchell Field, it is understood, desired 
to send planes, but did not feel like taking the responsibility of sending them to Miller 
Field without final authorization from higher up. On the morning of the Meet two 
Army airplane couriers arrived at Miller Field and delivered messages of regret that 
the Army could not take part. 

The failure of Army planes to take part in the 27th Division Air Meet, it is learned, 
is in no way the fault of the War Department, which, as is well known, cooperates in 
any manner possible not only in National Guard Air Meets but in aiding any air activi- 
ties generally, and does so to a tremendous extent. There are limitations some times 
which cannot be avoided due to lack of moneys, ete. 

The War Department, it is known, received a request from New York - to allow 
Army planes to participate in the Military Air Meet at Miller Field, and Maj. Vaughn, 
commanding the 27th Division, Air Service, received a letter stating that Maj. Gen. 
Cc. P. Summerall, U. S. A., commanding the 2nd Corps Area, had been authorized to 
allow Army Airmen in his command to participate in the Meet providing in doing so 
the Army training previously ordered, which included instruction of West Point Cadets 
at Mitchell Field, would not be interfered with. General Summerall, as is well known, 
is invariably anxious to cooperate with the National Guard, and that he did not author- 
ize the participation of Army airmen in his command to take part in the Miller Field 
Meet, is taken for granted in Washington that tre exigencies of the Service prevented 
him from giving the necessary authorization.

PERMANENT ARMY CONSTRUCTION TO GO ON. 

An item in the second deficiency bill that will appeal to many members of the Army, 
both officers and enlisted men, is that one granting an appropriation of $2,250,000 for 
construction at permanent posts, and an additional authority to expend an amount not 
exceeding $3,520,000 of the unappropriated balance in the military post construction fund, 

The item reads as follows: 

“Military post construction fund: For construction and installation at military posts 
of such buildings and utilities and appurtenances therein as, in the judgment of the 
Secretary of War, may be necessary, as authorized by the act approved May 4, 1926, 
payable from the military post construction fund created by section 4 of the act approved 
March 12, 1926, without reference to sections 1136 and 3734, Revised Statutes, including 
also the employment of a technical expert at per diem rates not in excess of those paid 


“for similar services elsewhere and as may be fixed by the Secretary of War without 


régard to the provisions of the act of Congress entitled “An act for the classification of 
civilian positions within the District of Columbiz and in the field services,’ approved 
March 4, 1923, and amendments thereto, or any rule or regulation made in pursuance 
thereof, $2,250,000, to remain available until expended: Provided, That in addition to the 
amount herein appropriated the Secretary of Waris authorized to enter into contracts

NEW ASSISTANT SECRETARIES FOR AERONAUTICS.

VETERINARY CORPS U. 8. A: 
WINS PRAISE AT INSPECTION 

During a recent inspection of veterinary 
activities made by Major T. J. Flynn, Med. 
Corps, U. S. A., he visited Fort Bragg, 
N. C.; Fort Benning, Ga.: Fort Oglethorpe, 
Ga.; Fort Sam Houston, Tex.; Fort Bliss, 
Tex.: Camp Lewis, Washington; Fort D. 
A. Russell, Wyo.; Fort Sheridan, Il.; and 
Fort Benjamin Harrison, Ind. 

"One of the outstanding things in the 
whole inspection,’ says Major Flynn, “was 
the excellent personal appearance of the 
veterinary commissioned and enlisted per- 
sonnel, more especially the former, and it 
was most gratifying to note the change 
in this connection from the time I entered 
the service in 1909. Another was the ex- 
cellent type of the younger officers, and 
the fact that the veterinary officers have 
a very distinct responsibility which, from 
the comments of the surgeons, was being 
most satisfactorily met. 

“With one exception, viz., Fort D. A. 
Russell, the veterinary hospital buildings 
were of frame construction, a distinct fire 
hazard, and at one place the veterinary de- 
tachment was_ quartered in the veterinary 
hospital, which is a most unsatisfactory 
situation. Despite these adverse condi- 
tions, however, the veterinary personnel 
at the various stations have shown initia- 
tive, and by hard work these small detach- 
ments were meeting the situation in a 
very satisfactory way. There is a dis- 
tinct shortage of enlisted personnel and 
to a lesser extent the same situation ob- 
tains in the commissioned personnel. 

“The records as a rule were well kept 
and up to date, and altogether the veteri- 
nary service was carrying on in a most 
excellent manner. The great need at the 
present time is the construction of veteri- 
nary hospitals of permanent’ construc- 
tion.” 





ARMY CHAPLAINS AFFAIRS. 
Col. John T. Axton, Chief of Chaplains 
of the Army, reports that at no time 
since his office was established have there 
been so many inquries about appoint- 
ments nor so keen interest on the part 
of clergymen in the chaplaincy, both 
Regular Army and Reserve, as during the 
past two months.

NAVY COURT MARTIAL CASES. 

Further indication of the Navy Depart- 
ment’s determination to take decisive 
action in cases of violations of regulations 
in regard to intoxicating liquors is seen 
in statements made by Secretary Wilbur 
making public the sentence of the general 
court martial in the case of Capt. C. M.

FRENCH CRIPPLES PROTEST DEBT SETTLEMENT. 

Ambassador Herrick has succeeded in effecting the postponement of the parade of 
crippled veterans of the French Army in protest against the American debt settle- 
ment, from July 4 until a later date, perhaps July 14. The Ambassador had represented 
the illeffects upon American sentiment of a demonstration of this character upon 
America’s Day of Independence. In fact, he has urged the French Government to en- 
deavor to prevent the parade at all, but his view in this connection is not expected 
to prevail. The parade will be held, and the cripples of the Great War, 50,000 at the 
least, 150,000 as estimated, will march from the Place de la Concorde up the Champs 
Elyssee to the Are de Triomphe. The participants doubtless will carry banners de- 
nouncing the debt settlement and perhaps erupt a few speeches; but even if they avoid 
any outward sign of their displeasure the spectacle of men without arms or legs, blind 
or emaciated is certain to affect the feelings of the spectators lining the avenue and 
their compatriots throughout the country. Uncle Sam, the Shylock, will he held up 
to public indignation, and the great sentimental value of American aid during the war 
will be seriously lessened. In the United States, the effect will be to intensify the 
determination that France shall meet the reasonable settlement arranged—42 cents 
on the dollar. There will develop also resentment at the effort made to discredit this 
country and to hold it up to the world as a grasping mercenary, which is seeking to de- 
atroy a nation for which it poured out blood and treasure without measure and without 
stint. 

We congratulate Mr. Herrick upon postponing the date of the parade. July 4 has 
been, is and must always be a day of peculiar reverence to every American citizen. It 
marked the birth of the Nation, which throughout its life has sought loyally to main- 
tain the ideals of its inspired founders. France assisted us to achieve our independence, 
but any student of history knows that selfish interests very largely dictated her policy. 
In the case of the United States, we had no selfish interests to serve in entering the 
World War upon the side of the Allies. We placed our resources, men, money and 
materials at the disposition of those with whom we associated. When the war ended 
in triumph, we asked nothing for ourselves, we got nothing, and we returned flushed 
with the knowledge of our unselfish conduct. We have made a settlement with France, 
which is well within her capacity to pay, and which constitutes a scaling down of her 
debt of some 58 per cent. Moreover, we have given France 62 years within which to 
pay the indebtedness and have approved terms that are quixotically generous. 

It is our belief that with time the -true perspective of our fine procedure will be 
realized not only by the French but by other peoples. But we trust that no scar will 
be placed by any nation upon our relations with it, such as that which would have been 
caused by the proposed French Parade on our Day of Independence. 





PRESIDENT NOT AGAINST MILITARY TRAINING. 

There seems to be an extraordinary misunderstanding developing as to the sentiments 
‘of President Coolidge towards military training. In uninformed circles, the fact that 
through the White House spokesman he discussed the subject for publication is inter- 
preted as evidence of his hostility to this important aspect of our national life and de- 
fense. As the Army and Navy Journal stated at the time, the President did not oppose 
militery training in schools and colleges. Indeed, he spoke of the semi-military feature 
of the training he received at College, and the physical benefit he derived therefrom; 
and he also spoke of the value to his son of the latter's attendance upon the summer 
military training course. What the President objected to is what every one in the 
Army and Navy objects to—instruction which tends toward militarism. The President 
has always stood squarely behind adequate national defense, and the evidence is fur- 
nished not only by his statements but by the approval he gave to the estimates for the 
Army and the Navy, his insistence upon the arrangement which assures better quarters 
for officers and men, and his interest in the development of aviation as an integral part 
of the existing services. It is the President's desire that the kind of military training 
which his son enjoyed, and which every boy who attends the R. O. T. C. and the C. M. 
T. C. enjoys, shall continue, and he believes the result will not only be beneficial to the 
individual but advantageous, in time of emergency, for the Nation. We trust that those 
who have misinterpreted the President will re-examine what he said and correct the 
false impression they have unintentionally created. 





SENATOR KING IGNORES FACTS. 

Senator King, of Utah, is apparently willing to permit Haiti to return to its old 
condition of anarchy and barbarism. In a speech delivered in the Senate last week, he 
demanded that the Haitians have their original constitution restored, that, under its 
provisions, they hold an election, and then that the United States immediately withdraw. 

If it were not for the ill-nature of his attacks upon the Marine occupation, it would 
be difficult for us to believe that the Utah Senator was serious. Those who knew 
Haiti before the Treaty which authorized the establishment of peace and order by 
American Marines, express amazement that Mr. King should be so grossly misled not 
only as to the “‘facts’’ he recited, but as to the conclusion he is advocating. Security 
was unknown. Crime, political and social, was rampant. Revolting superstition, 
known as “voodooism,” was practiced. Order existed in the breach rather than the 
observance. Foreign Powers were taking advantage of the anarehy to embarrass the 
United States, especially in its relation to the Panama Canal. 

The Marine Corps was given the job of establishing order and maintaining it, of 
suppressing crime and disgusting practices, and above all of creating a Government 
which would make the land a place in which life would be secure and property pro- 
tected. All these things the Corps, to its everlasting credit, has done. 

More than this, it has accomplished, for it has made Haiti sanitary instead of 
a pest hole, built roads, developed communications, devoted careful attention to educa- 
tion, in spite of Senator King’s gibes, fostered agriculture and industry, and promoted 
in every possible way the well-being, material and political, of the people. It is a com- 
mentary upon Senator King and public men like him, that, without waiting to get the 
true picture of events, they deem it expedient, for political purposes, including appeal 
to the Negro vote, to uphold to world scorn devoted men whose ideals are as high 
and whose Americanism is as sound as those claimed to be entertained by their assail- 
ants. If Mr. King were in the slightest degree justified in the charges he made, it is 
not likely that President Coolidge would have received and paid the honors he did to 
President Borno, on the latter’s recent visit to Washington. The fact that the Presi- 
dent and other government officials paid such distinguished attention to Mr. Borno 
must be accepted as demonstrating that the kind of government over which he pre- 
sides is the kind which the United States is glad to recognize. And this speaks better 
than words the approval! of the United States of the work the Marine Corps has done.

ARMY PROMOTION LIST. 
Editor Army & Navy Journal: 

The promotion list as it stands is re- 
sponsible for much of the discontent and 
poor morale of the Army. Many of the 
claims made by officers who have grievy- 
ances may have little foundation in fact. 
It may be said, however, that a change 
in the list can be made which is entirely 
logical, something which should have been 
done when the original list was made; 
namely to place all new officers on the 
list, in their own grades, according to 
age. 

The mere accident of length of service 
during the war or immedaitely following 
the World War should have no bearing 
and should not have been a factor in 
placing officers. To place a major of 45 
years below a major of 32 years is in- 
defensible from any point of view; it sim- 
ply creates a hump in the list and may 
result in preventing the older officer from 
getting any promotion before retirement. 

Emergency field officers of the war army 
who elected to remain in the service now 
find themselves at 50 and 55 years below 
officers who are 15 years and more, their 
juniors and this because of length of serv- 
ice. In many cases places on the promo- 
tion list of emergency officers was radically 
changed by the placing of officers of the 
Philippine Scouts on the list. 

Officers of the Philippine Scouts are not 
in fact officers of the Regular Army— 
though they take strong exception to such 
a statement. Why place them on the list 
and leave the Medicos off. 

Congress is bound to demand a change 
in the list. Why not stick to principle 
and try to make a list without humps.

NAVAL RESERVE TARGET PRACTICE. 

The Bureau of Navigation has = an- 
nounced that after careful consideration 
of the question, in the light of recom- 
mendations received, it has. been decided 
not to hold target practice for Naval Re- 
serves during the coming summer.

JOBS NOT FOR RETIRED 

Senator Wadsworth, chairman of the 
Senate Military Committee, prevented the 
passage of the bill reported favorably by 
the Judiciary Committee permitting Army 
and Navy officers on the retired list tuo 
be employed in the Prohibition Enforce- 
ment Unit and to draw their retired pay 
as well as the salary of the office. Mr. 
Wadsworth explained that he was in ac- 
cord with the Treasury's view that from 
the retired list men of the highest ideals 
and integrity could be obtained, but he 
feared that the enactment of the proposal 
“that hereafter officers on the active list 
will pass too much of their time as offi- 
cers figuring out what political jobs they 
ean get after they shall have been re- 
tired.” In that end, he thought such a 
law would be demoralizing, and he insisted 
that the more sharply the military branch 
and the civilian branch were divided, the 
better for both. One objection being suffi- 
cient, consideration of the bill was post- 
poned.

DEPUTY DISBURSING OFFICERS 

The Senate has passed the House bill 
authorizing the disbursing officers of the 
Army, Navy, and Marine Corps to desig- 
nate deputies. This measure is regarded 
as certain to receive the approval of the 
President before adjournment this after- 
noon. 

The Senate has passed the House bill 
to relieve disbursing officers of the Army 
and the Navy from responsibility for over- 
payments when made in good faith and 
without fraud .from April 6, 1917 to July 
2, 1921. Senator Wadsworth explained 
that emergency officers during the war 
made many payments which the Com- 
ptroller General refused to approve. The 
Comptroller General, however, was in 
favor of the legislation, and this resulted 
in favorable action.

Steps Being Taken 
To Enforce Air Law 


With the approval by the President lite 
July 2, of the Army Air Act, the first 
steps are being taken to put the provis- 
ions of the statute into effect. 


One question which will have to he 
considered is as to whether all officers of 
the Air Service shall have to be reap- 


pointed and recommissioned as officers of 
the Air Corps. Such high authority as 
Adjutant General Davis is disposed to be- 
lieve that no reappointments will be 
sary, but he will study the law and if any- 


neces- 


thing of this kind should prove necessary 
recess appointments will be made. 

Two additional Brigadier Generals will 
have to be named. Undér the law, these 


must have had fifteen years’ commissioned 


service, and have had actual and extended 
experience in General 


the air branch. 


Patrick, Chief of the Air Corps, will make 
recommendations to the Secretary of War, 
and when his recommendations are re- 
ceived the Secretary will consult Major 
General Hines, chief of staff. Then re- 
cess appointments will be made.

In such Colonels Wil- 
liam E. Gillmore and Frank P. Lahm may 
receive consideration. 

There will be numerous details required 
under the law to the Air Corps, and such 
officers will be commissioned in that corps 
provided they qualify as flying officers 
within one year. Increased temporary 
rank will be given to air officers in flying 
commands. Promotions are to be given 
to enlisted men of the fourth, fifth, sixth 
and seventh grades in the Air Corps who 
will be rated as air mechanics of the first 
and second classes. 

Of direct interest to every officer in the 
Army is the direction in the law for the 
Secretary of War to study the injustices 
existing in the promotion list of the Army. 
This matter already has received consider- 
able attention in the War Department. 
It has been studied repeatedly by boards 
and by the general staff. It is expected 
that within a short time the Secretary of 
War will appoint-a board to carry out 
the provision. It is realized by the depart- 
ment that the job is hereculean and will 
require every moment of the time before 
Congress reassembles in December, when 
the report must be made. It is the 
préssion of leaders in Congress that there 
will not be time during the coming 
sion to act upon any recommendations 
made, and the chances are this proposal 
will not be acted on until the next Con- 
gress,

AIR SERVICE BALLOON AND AIR- 
SHIP SCHOOL COURSES.

The regular course 
begins about September 10 next and the 
scope covers the operation of lighter-than- 
air and subjects intimately connected there- 
with, the tactics and technique of the op- 
eration of lighter-than-air by the Company 
or Group, the basic duties common to all 
junior officers and flying cadets of the 
Army, and the basic duties common to 
officers in the Air Service. The duration 
of the regular course in eleven months. 
The program is divided into the Primary 
Phase, the Advanced phase, Instruction in 
the Air, and a special course for National 
Guard and Reserve Officers. 

NEW SEAPLANE AIRWAY. 

The U. 8S. Lighthouse Bureau, in con- 
junction with the Hydrographic Office of 
the Navy Department, is now engaged in 
marking the experimental Seaplane Airway 
between Washington and Norfolk, the first 
marked seaplane airway in the world. The 
lighthouse tender Maple is carrying on the 
work of marking the roofs of the light- 
houses with white arrows pointing true 
north, and eight-foot white numerals cor- 
responding with the numbers given the 
lighthouses on the aviation charts. Eight 
of the lighthouses forming this airway are 
on the lower Potomac River and 13 in 
southern Chesapeake Bay. 

If this system proves to be of as much 
value as is expected, other seaplane routes 
will be similarly marked and when night 
flying increases to an extent to make it 
worth while, effort will be made to install 
lights with vertical beams and distinctive 
characteristics.

FUNDS FOR CIVIL AVIATION

tion for the Department of Commerce, for 
the carrying into effect the act of May 
20, 1926, to encourage and regulate the 
use of aircraft in commerce, in the sum 
of $540,000, of which $250,000 is for gen 
eral expenses of administration, inspec 
tion, licensing and so forth, under the act, 
and $300,000 is for the establishment of 
aids to air navigation, the equipment of 
additional air-mail routes for day and 
night flying, and the construction and 
operation of the necessary lighting, radio, 
and other signaling and communicating 
structures and apparatus. The act placed 
in the Secretary of Commerce the power 
to license, to regulate, to inspect, to can- 
cel licenses, and to see that no one is 
except 


permitted to operate § airplanes 
those who are qualified 

“Tt also provided for turning over te 
the Secretary of Commerce not only the 
control of the existing airways and their 
lighting, radio operation, and all that goes 
with the necessary safety devices in the 
operation of commercial aviation, but alse 
provided for the transfer from the Post 
Office Department the existing airways 
and the existing personnel. as well «as the 
existing appropriations, so that in the 
future all airways for the operation of 
commercial aviation throughout the 
United States will be under the jurisdic

FRENCH CRUISER TRIALS. 

“After long delays, caused by certain 
modifications in the original design, the 
French Cruiser Duguay-Trouin is now run- 
ning her trials off Brest,’ says the Ensi- 
neer of London. “Laid down in August 
1922, she was to have been ready for 
service in 30 months, but she has actually 
taken nearly four years to complete. She. 
with her two sisters, Lamotte-Picquet and 
Primauguet, has been built expressly for 
high speed, and fighting power has in 
some degree been sacrificed in order to 
achieve this aim. The displacement is 
7,880 tons, increasing to $9,350 tons at full 
load. The lines are very fine, the overall 
length of 604ft. being 34ft. greater than 
that of H. M. S. Enterprise, and _ the 
breadth is 564ft., as compared with 5414 fr. 
in the British vessel. The Duguay- 
Trouin is engined with four sets of Par- 
sons geared turbines, taking steam from 
eight Guyot boilers. The contract calls for

COST OF WARSHIPS IS DOUBLED 
IN 30 YEARS. 

In connection with the long considera- 
tion and near-controversy in the Navy De- 
partment over the award of bids for the 
construction of one of the two new 10,000- 
ton cruisers, some* surprising figures, in- 
teresting to those technical experts most 
familiar with them, on the increased cost 
of fighting ships have been compiled. 

Comparison of these bids, for hull, boilers 
aml machinery, ringing from slightly more 
than $11,000,000 up for a light cruiser with 
the cost of the battleship Nevada, built 
for less than $6,000,000 in 1912, or the 
Idaho, for something over $7,000,000 in 
1914, gives some idea of what the mount- 
ing cost has been during the last dozen 
years. 

Economic conditions, the inability of 
other nations to maintain the pace in the 
competition in battleship construction, ad- 
mittedly was the prime factor in the Wash- 
ingon conference and its results. All sug- 
gestions made then and for a short time 
afterward by naval experts that the con- 
ference was a failure to the extent that it 
stopped this competitive building in battle- 
ships only to shift it to cruisers and other 
auxiliary types were frowned on in offi- 
eial circles. Gradually the accuracy of 
these statements was demonstrated and 
Geneva is shortly to be the scene of an- 
other effort to accomplish the original 
purpose by internatidnal agreement. 

Twenty years ago the battleship Dela- 
ware’s contract price for hull and ma- 
chinery was slightly less than $4,000,000. 
Ten years later the 7,200-ton cruiser De 
troit cost $6,000,000 and a decade later 


the V-type submarines were built for 
$6,000,000. 
Now come the 10,000 cruisers at 


double this cost, with every indication 
that the next ones will cost even more 
as the international competition to make 
every pound count in order to turn out the 
best possible fighting craft, with the great- 
est possible cruising radius, offensive 
power and maximum of protective armor 
possible under the tonnage limitation of 
the treaty. Cost of material will cut lit- 
tle figure under the circumstances.

INFANTRY SCHOOL GRADUATES 

The value of the Infantry School at 
Fort Benning, Ga., is attested by the fact 
that over 53 per cent of all the Infantry 
officers of the Regular Army are now 
graduates thereof.

THE FINANCIAL DIGEST 


An interesting situation exists with re- 
gard to the price of capital and its rela- 
tion to bend prices. No downward ten- 
dency has yet been manifested by call 
money, although usually at this season 
it so acts, but commercial paper has re- 
acted far more than is ordinarily the case. 
it is possible money rates may show 
slight declines during the summer, but 
the indications are a hardening of such 
rates, with bank loan expansion forecast- 
ing a firmness of the money market in the 
fall. There is no indication of any im- 
pressive appreciation in the price of capi- 
tal or of bond price reaction. During the 
recent bull stock market, bond prices 
either stood still or reacted somewhat. 
Doubtless, the farm agitation in Congress 
influenced this condition. 

The general opinion is that radicalism 
will prevail in seme of the farm states, 
but the conservative character of the east, 
south and far west are expected to control 
the situation. The political situation in 
the farm regions will not be helped by 
the ratio of prices of farm products, since 
the trend of such prices for the remainder 
of the year is not encouraging to the pro- 
ducer. 

In industry, a sharp decline in produc- 
tion was registered in May. The lines in 
which expansion occurred were cement, 
uutomobdiles, anthracite, coal, news print, 
and pig iron. There seems, however, in 
the case of pig iron an oversupply, and it 
and automobile production may be ex- 
pected to undergo curtailment during the 
summer months. The industries which 
were affected adversely in production dur- 
ing May were iron and steel, bituminous 
coul, crude petroleum, lumber, textiles, 
sugur refining and packing. Thus the an- 
ticipated reaction in industry is underway, 
and may persist during the remainder of 
the summer. But the financial experts see 
nothing alarming, and in so far as stocks 
are concerned are looking for a dull pe- 
riod of some duration. 











SECOND DEFICIENCY BILL PASSED. 
Congress passed the Second Deficiency 
Bill July 1. The bill carries $5,709,390 
for the Army, Navy and Coast Guard and 
$625,000 for commercial aviation. The 
service items are: $2,250,000 for Army post 
construction; $1,999,390 for Army  sub- 
sistence; $200,000 for an Artillery target 
range, Vermont; $260,000 for Navy avi- 
ation, and $1,000,000 for Coast Cutters. 

The Navy Department appropriation is 
for the maintenance, repair, and opera- 
tion of aireraft factory, air station, fleet 
and all other aviation activities, testing 
laboratories, and fer overhauling of 
planes during 1927. 

As the Army Air Bill conference report 
was just agreed to this week no appro- 
priation has been made to carry into effect 
any of the provisions of that measure. 
The President, however, is authorized to 
submit a supplemental estimate by the 
terms of that measure, and undoubtedly 
this will be taken care of in the short 
session beginning next December.

tained for any length of time a policy in 
aeronautical affairs as a whole. He pointed 
out that the military and naval aspects of 
aviation had fared better than the com- 
mercial ones, for they had the continuous 
attention of the two services. He recog- 
nized a certain lack of correlation of effort 
in the activities of the Army and the Navy, 
which he attributed to excessive rivalry, 
and to an insufficient continuity in the 
selection of new types of aircraft for pro- 
duction. It is apparent he did not feel 
friendly toward a separate Air Service. 
Moreover, he asserted that brilliant inven- 
tion is less needed now than careful atten 
tion to minute detail. He conceded there 
is less ground for criticism on this score 
than was the case three or four years 
ago. 
Aircraft Aid Prestige. 

The article further shows a comprehen- 
sive grasp by Professor Warner of the 
world value of airplanes, and the political 
part they will play in the future. He re- 
gards the craft as “at once a useful, eco- 
nomic weapon and a means of extending 
national prestige and influence abroad.” 
-Professor Warner is fifmly convinced that 
in commerce “the airplane will have to 
divide the field in the future with the 
lighter-than-aircraft, the airship.” He 
closes an article in the Scientific American 
with this observation: 

“We shall have occasion for profound 
regret if America, the original home of the 
airplane and a country always known for 
its quickness to adopt the improved method 
in transport and industry, continues too 
long to lag behind the other nations of the 
world in the exploitation by private enter- 


prise of the commercial possibilities of_ 


aireraft.” 

In connection with the appointment of 
the new assistant secretary in the Navy 
Department to have oversight of aviation, 
an interesting question hus arisen as to 
his status in the organization of the Navy 
Department. Under the existing law and 
the regulations, provision is made for the 
assistant secretary to act as secretary in 
the absence from the capital of the sec- 
retary and when both are away the Chief 
of Operations is next in line, followed by 
the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation 
and so down the line. 

Considerable discussion has been going 
the rounds as to what status the new as- 
sistant secretary would have which has 
been put at rest by the statement of Sec- 
retary Wilbur that the creation of this 
office does not in the opinion of himself 
and his advisors change the existing law. 
That the new assistant, under the intent 
of the law creating the position, cannot 
serve as secretary, though he will “rate 
a salute” and in social’functions take prec- 
edence over the Chief of Operations and 
the other ranking naval officers. 

The Secretary stated that the new as- 
sistant would have supervision over avia- 
tion matters similar to the situation that 
exists in regard to Navy Yards which are 
under the direct supervision of the present 
asistant secretary. 

Changes in the naval regulations, elari- 
fying the situation, are scheduled to be 
announced in the near future. 


U. S. SHIPPING BOARD FORMS 
NEW LINE TO ENGLAND 

The United States Shipping Board has 
decided to establish an independent pas- 
senger service between New York, Plym- 
outh and London, with five Shipping 
Board vessels. Sach of the ships, pre- 
viously operated as fast cargo carriers, 
has been refitted with accommodations for 
74 passengers. 

The new line will maintain sailings fror 
New York every Thursday and from Lon 
don every Friday. Ships carrying the 
United States mails on the eastbound voy 
ages will stop at Plymouth on the eight 
day and will arrive in London on the ninth 
day. 

The vessels are 16,000 tons displacemen|, 
437 feet long, 58 feet bewm, and make 
about 15 knots. They include the Ameri- 
can Banker, American Furmer, American 
Merchant, American Shipper and Ameri 
can Trader
